„  s  Phillips  Brooks,  the  Proteotaot  Episcopal  bishop 
of  Massachusetts,  who  was  senreeiy  without  a  con¬ 
temporary  rival  as  a  spiritual  ltjhdcr,  manifested 

the  ratholirity  of  hia  views  when  be  affirmed  that 
we  must  not  only  resp.wt  the  Christiana  of  other 
chinches,  but  that  wc  must  also  respect  the  churches 
of  other  Christians  In  this  spirit,  there  will  be  a 
feeling  of  very  genernl  r.gret  af  the  announced 
indisposition  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell,  the  great  lead¬ 
er  of  the  Authern  Baptist  Churety,  who  at  the  ad¬ 
vanced  age  of  more  than  80  years,  has  found  it 
necessary  to  retire  from  the  presidency  of  the  con¬ 
vention  which  his  imperial  intellect  has  for.  so  long 
dominated. 

Due  largely  to  the  Influence  of  this  remsxkablo 
man,  the  Southern  Baptist  Church  hss  apparently 
been  lets  affected  by  those  influences  which  are 
embraced  in  the  general  term  ‘ 1  modernism ”  than 
most  of  its  rvals.  We  have  read  jwUrMelight  his 
contributions  to  the  press,  all  of  which  have  tho 
ring  of  Paulin.*  certitude.  Not  onyy  have  we  seen 
anything  from  hie  pen  which  indicated  that  “there 
it  mueh  to  be  aaid  on  both  sidea  of  the  question.” 
But  we  are  not  blind  to  the  fact,!  nor  ie  he,  that 
his  osganization  is  exposed  to  the  same  influences 
which  have  infected  others.  We  have  talked  enough 
to  those  who  are  connected  with  Baptist  schools 
to  realize  that  the  poison  is  not  absent  even  there; 
*nd  we  shall  be  agreeably  surprised  if  Dr.  Gam- 
hrell’s  inevitable  departure  is  not  the  signal  for 
the  spread  of  the  fatal  infection. 

Doctrinal  differences  which  differentiate  the  va¬ 
rious  denominations  are  no  concern  j>f  ours;  but  we 
are  eoacerned  for  the  maint  -nance  Of  the  cardinal 
doctrines  of  Christianity  which  center  in  the  person 
of  the  world's  Redeemer,  as  to  which  all  Christians 
have  hitherto  been  in  substantial  *gre>»»ent.  We 
think  we  see  in  their  abandonment,  foe  the  extent 
to  which  they  have  been  whittled;  away  amounts 
to  that,  the  chief  cause  for  the  troubles  with  which 
humanity  is  at  present  afflicted;  bnd,  as  we  se« 
It,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  all  members  of  society 
to  have  such  an  instittnion  exhibit  a  tolerable  meas¬ 
ure  of  stability. 

The  view  we  have  attempted  to  exhibit  finds  an 
echo  In  a  dispatch  from  Springfield]  III.,  which  ap¬ 
peared  In  our  columns  Wedn*»day.  |  In  the  annual 
eongresa  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ  a  brother  argued 
for  the  “liberal  point  of  view,”  and  the  reply  of 
a  Kentuckian  contained  thin  statemeat:  “If  the 
church  is  a  human  institution  men  may  change  It 
in  any  way  and  at  any  time  to  sui|  their  notions 
or  expediency.  But  if  it  is  a  dlvijue  institution, 
then  hands  off.”  If  Christianity  Is  not  a  revealed 
religion,  then  it  ia  the  hollowest  moeksrv  with 
which  men  have  ever  had  to  deal.  We  wiah  that 
Dr.  Gambreil  might  live  to  enforce  (bis  wholesome 
influenee,  at  least  until  the  fever  has  passed  out 
of  tho  brains  of  the  present  generation. — Commer¬

THE  ERROR  OF  EVOLCljlOX 
Man  has  always  been  deeply  interested  In  his 
origin.  Whence  came  If  is  one  of  the  fundamental 
questions  of  the  human  soul.  Three  answers  have 
been  given  in  the  history  of  man:  creation,  eman¬ 
ation  and  evolution.  Creation  is  the  teaching  of 
Revelation  which  declares  God  made  man  in  his 
own  image.  Emanation  is  the  teaching  of  human 
philosophy.  It  aaaerta  God  sent  forth  a  series  of 
orders  of  being.  The  highest  brings,  suchascher- 
ubiws  and  aeraphinis,  were  the  first  emanation; 
these  were  followed  by  a  descending  aeries,  and 
matter  was  the  last.  Evolution  proper  has  no  Ood. 
With  it_matter  ia  eternal  and  possessed  with  a 
potency  which  has  developed  all  the  varied  forma 
of  exlatenre  up  to  man,  who  is  the  highest.  There 
ia  no  purpose  and  no  plan  In  evolution.  It  is  sim¬ 
ply  a  fortuitous  rolling  out.  The  theory  ia  very 
old,  and  waa  found  in  some  form  among  the  an¬ 
cient  Greeks.  It  was  largely  rejected  by  later 
thinkers,  bnt  was  revived  in  the  first  half  of  the 
nineteenth  eentury.  Tn  1858,  Charles  Darwin  pub¬ 
lished  his  “Origin  of  Species  by  Means  nf  Natural 
Selection,”  and  ia  M72  hi*  “Descent  af  Man.” 
Such  -was  the  rendition  of  haaaaa  thought  at  this 
time  that  those  ^ww  boohs  had  wide  aemptaase.

and  revived  and  enlarged  this  old  doctrine  of  evo¬ 
lution,  sa  l  it  has  had  mueh  to  d«  with  the  bring¬ 
ing;  about  the  present  unrrat  and  moral  upheaval 
ia  human  life  through  which  the  world  is  now  pass¬ 
ings  It  is  important  that  the  evils  of  this  false 
theory  be  exposed,  and  its  baneful  influene  bo 
arrepted. 

Irj  the  first  place,  the  theory  of  evolution  U 
without  foundation.  The  human  records  of  history 
do  not  go  back  to  the  origin  of  the  world.  The  pre¬ 
historic  far  antedates  the  memory  and  records  of 
man,  When  man  keeps  within  the'  limits  of  his 
powers,  his  thinking  is  reliable  and  he  finds  much 
truth  and  does  much  good.  When  he  presumes  to 
movf  beyond  his  depths  and  bis  powers  he  ruins 
himsplf  and  hurts  others.  Human  philosophy  is  lim¬ 
ited.  The  finite  mind  cannot  compass  all  things.  In 
his  ^ttempt  to  go  back  to  the  beginnings  it  find* 
manay  open  gape  and  many  missing  links.  The 
strongest  and  most  honest  thinkers  on  this  theory 
admix  that  it  freaks  down  at  certain  important 
pointp.  Huxley  says:  “After  mueh  roaaideratioa 
aad  assuredly  with  no  bias  agaiqst  Darwin’s  views, 
it  is  joqr  clear  conviction  that,  as  the  evidence  now 
stands,  it  is  not  absolutely  proven  that  a  grounp 
of  animals,  having  ajl  the  characteristic!  exhibited 
by  ajeciss  in  nature  has  over  been  originated  by 
selection,  whether  artificial  or  natural.”  In  later 
vearsy  Darwin’s  fundamental  principles  have  been 
discarded.  For  evolution  it  is  necessary  that  force 
be  etprnal  or  that  matter  have  power  to  originate 
it.  Neither  has  been  proven.  It  was  early  dis¬ 
covered  that  life  must  be  spontaneous,  or  another 
link  ja  lost.  Dr.  Bastion  belisved  and  announced 
“that  living  matter  ia  being  constantly  found  de 
novo.”  He  had  proven  it  by  an  experiment.  Tyn- 
dal  tested  his  experiment  xnd  found  sn  error  which 
disproved  Bsstisn’s  spontaneous  generation.  With 
every  well  informed  anh  exaet  man,  however  prob¬ 
able  he  may  think  evolution  to  be,  yyt  he  concedes 
it  has  never  been  proven.  The  only  possible  way 
by  which  man’s  knowledge  could  reach  the  begin¬ 
ning*  would  be  through  the  revelation  from  an  in¬ 
finite  God-  God  has  given  such  a  Revelation,  and 
declare*  that  he  formed  the  earth  and  the  sea  * 
nnd  tie  heaven,  and  He  created  man  in  His  own 
image  and  placed  him  on  the  earth  to  subduo  It  and 
have  dominion  over  It.  The  basis  of  evolution 
proper  is  atheism.  Development  within  limits  is 
part  of  the  revelation. 

Again,  evolution  destroys  all  inteligenre.  If  all 
things  are  but  tho  development  of  the  potency  of 
teatte^,  if  there  ia  no  plan  or  purpose  ia  creatipn, 
thoB  dur  intelligence  is  simply  an  evolution  liko 
SU  else.  We  have  to  think  what  we  think,  and 
there  ^  no  such  thing  as  truth  or  error.  Our  ideas 
Src  *iUiply  the  result  of  matter  and  force,  and  in 
fne  individual  they  may  be  one  things,  in  another 
another,  and  each  thinks  what  the  potency  in  its 
Out  working  produces.  In  such  a  case  there  can  be 
no  argument  for  evolution,  or  anything  else-  For 
the  same  reason  svolution  destroys  morality.  Thera 
is  no  moral  law,  for  thsre  is  no  Bovareign  God, 
no  revelation,  and  no  moral  standard.  All  depends 
on  wh^t  the  material  potency  develops.  If  in  oae 
rhan  the  desire  is  for  impurity,  let  him  fillow  it. 
There  1*  no  such  thing  as  adultsry.  If  one  desires 
tk>  be  'drunk,  let  him  follow  his  matter-produced 
passion,  and  so  on.  Evolution  destroys  religion- 
Beal  evolution  has  no  God.  Some  have  tried  to  in¬ 
troduce  Ood,  but  that  destroys  the  essentials  of 
nvolutihn  and  gives  s  hybrid  theory. 

The  h>*tory  of  Europe  and  in  part  of  America 
shows  this  demoralization  of  evolution.  In  Ger¬ 
many  |t  developed  to  a  plaee  where  one  had  a 
right  to  do  what  he  could  do.

IN  FORMATION  CONCERNING  FAMINE 
RELIEF 

J.  F.  Love,  Cor.  Soc'y 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  reported  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  in  Chattanooga  that  1278,721.34  had  h<ien 
raised  for  famine,  relief  ,  <140,000  of  which  liiad 
been  sent  to  Chinn.  The  Convention  heartily  aiid 
unanimously  approved  this  work  ffhd  the  dispeis- 
lng  by  all  of  our  ehurehes  of  this  relief  money 
through  their  own  denominational  agency,  TV c 
distribution  of  all  relief  through  our  own  denomi¬ 
national  agencies  simplifcs  appeal  and  makes  lit 
possible  for  os  to  keep  a  record  of  the  benHo 
Jei.ces  of  our  people. 

We  have  had  many  questions  concerning  tlie 
present  status  of  the  famine  in  China. 

On  May  12,  1921,  a  meeting  was  held  In  N<w 
York  at  which  were  present  representatives  f rc|m 
the  Foreign  Mission  Societies  of  the  "Methodist 
Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  Northern  Baptists,  Dissl- 
plcs,  Protestnnt  Episcopal,  Vnlted  Lutheran,  and 
the  Foreign  Mission  Connell.  These  representa¬ 
tives  sent  us  the  following  record  of  their  moat¬ 
ing  which  wo  give  to  our  Southern  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple  for  their  Information: 

“A  late  cable  message  from  the  General  Fam¬ 
ine  Committee  in  Peking  transmitted  through 
Charles  R.  Crane,  17.  8.  Mlniater,  who  ia  serving 
aa  chairman  of  the  committee,  which  waa  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  meeting,  embodied  the  following 
information: 

lit:  That  the  spring  rro}>  of  the  Province  pf 
Chihli,  covering  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  tpe 
famine  area  , would  be  almost  a  total  failure. 

2nd:  That  in  addition  to  the  8, 000, 000  famine 
victims  already  recognized  aa  America's  responsi¬ 
bility  until  the  next  harvest',  this  sittr.tlon  necis- 
utates  raring  for  n  further  2,000,000  in  Chilli 
Province  until  the  summer  harvest  arrives  during 
August. 

3rd:  That  there  ip  imminent  danger  in  othyr 
provinces  that  people  in  their  desperate  need  w  11 
-devour  growing  crops  unless  aid  in  large  measo  re 
is  continued  to  them  until  the  harvest  arrives 
late  in  June. 

4th:  That  the  funds  hitherto  contributed  frem 
America  have  saved  millions  of  lives. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  foregoing  facts, 
ths  meeting  took  the  following  action: 

Resolved:  That  in  view  of  the  preaent  aente  aad 
tragic  situation  in  the  famine  atricken  provinces 
of  China — where  millions  who  have  thus  far  beta 
saved  through  American  generosity  are,  after  a|1, 
la  danger  of  death'  by  Starvation  unless  adequate 
help  is  continued  until  harvest  arrives— this  merit¬ 
ing  urgently  requests  th4f  American  Committee  ffer 
the  China  Famine  Fund  to  qpatiaue  with  onaMtod

Our  nept  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference  eould  enact  no  wiser  legislation 
than  to  make  at  least  some  kind  of  approacM  to  the 
budget  goal  for  the  Church  newspaper. — Clrlstiaa 
Advocate.

A  stranger,  a  real  ieptist.  in¬ 
viting  me  to  a  prayer  meeting  and  rnsi-tieg  that 
a  car  would  be  right  at  my  door,  on  tl  me  sharp, 
to  carry  me  a  mile  and  a  half  to  worslii  >  with  his 
people!  He  said  his  ehureh  bad  a  fin:  pastor,  a 
large  Sunday  school  and  a  very  largely  mien-led 
prayer  meeting.  I  could  not  but  wonder  how  teat 
sort  of  thing  could  be  possible,  especu  liy  in  a 
large,  wealthy  eity,  as  this  is. 

The  car  came  at  least  a  quarter  of  ar  hour  be¬ 
fore  I  ex;lected  it.  I  was  HEADY.  On  ny  arrival 
at  the  church  the  brother  who  bad  drivi  n  the  cur 
earrird  me  to  the  pastor's  stady,  wrivr*  I  found 
him.  He  received  me  cordially  and  ve-y  soon  I 
learned  that  he  was  not  "up-to-date.”  In  refer¬ 
ring  to  some  progressiva  things  in  modern  church 
life,  he  said,  "It  is  not  God's  way.”  ThLt  seemed 
to  settle  the  mattetr  with  him.  When  the  time 
came  for  worship  we  went  down  to  tlie^  audience 
room.  It  was  pretty  well  filled  and  tkev  kept 
coming  until  it  looked  as  though  we  were  going 
to  have  more  than  could  be  seated.  This  was  just 
the  ordinary  Wednesday  evening  prayer  Iservire.  I 
learned  that  fully  half  of  the  -meml>ers)ap  of  the 
church  was  present  and  that  the  number  pas  about 
as  usual.

I  asked  if  they  bad.  No  answer.  Dear  brother 
editor,  what  is  the  result  of  your  obser  -ation  in 
this  matter  I  When  we  dismissed  the  gree  ings  and 
conversations  between  the  people  remind  ?d  me  of 
those  of  a  large  family  after  being  a|>art  For  a  few 
days. 

If  the  preaelXug  or  s|>eaking  of  anyone  to  whom 
I  listen  is  not  very  distinct  I  can  t  ui  derstand 
what  they  say.  Consequently  I  don't  attend  church 
as  I  once  did.  It  makes  me  nervous  to  h  >ar  when 
I  can't  understand  a  thing  that  is  said,  but  I  de¬ 
termined  to  go  and  see  if  I  eould  undersi  and  this 
pastor.  In  the  little  while  I  was  with  hhn  I  saw 
that  he  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  copse- 
eratlon  and  spiritual  power,  aad  1  felt  liki  I  need¬ 
ed  thi  benefit  of  the  message  ha  would  taring  to 
his  people.  I  went.  He  asked  me  to  pryaeh  for 
/ 


him.  I  declined  the  invitation.  I  shall  always  be 
glad  that  I  did.  If  I  had  aeeepted  1  would  have 
missed  one  of  the  beet  uermene  I  have  beard  in 
twenty-five  years.  Hie  subject  was  "Disciplc- 
ship.  ”  The  preaching  service  bad  wbat  God  gave 
it,  “the  right  of  way.”  There  was  no  turning  of 
backs  to  the  man  who  stands  at  God ’■  messenger 
to  Hie  paople  and  a  lost  world,  after  Sunday 
school.  There  wns  no  Sunday  school  before  preach¬ 
ing.  The  shameful  and  accursed  treatment  so  com¬ 
mon  in  many  place*  to  pastors  is  not  possible  here, 
for  “the  foolidinese  of  preaching ”  ha*  not  been 
kicked  out  by  those  who  “pervert  the  right  ways 
of  the  Lord.”  The  idea  seems  to  be  prevalent 
that  In  order  to  have  >  successful  Sunday  school 
it  must  have  first  plaee.  Thy  pastor  must  sit  and 
look  on,  or  take  part  la  a  work  the  importance  of 
which  is  as  far  beneath  PREACHING  THE  WORD 
a*  the  humanly  appointed  i*  beneath  the  divine, 
and  when  thit  !•  over  he  most  look  on  without  any 
remonstrance  as  half  of  those  who  ought  to  be 
present  to  hear  him  preach  and  pray  for  him,  as 
he  does  so,  turn  their  backs  on  him  end  walk  mer¬ 
rily  away. 

I  don’t  see  bow  any  child  8f  God  on  this  earth 
can  keep  bit  month  shut,  and  by  doing  to  become 
a  party  to  such  an  infernal  outrage  on  many  of  the 
preacher*  of  this  day.  I  would  rather  hobnob  with 
a  thunderbolt.  I  would  rather  undertake  to  play 
a  gam*  with  forked  lightning  than  to  trifle  with 
the  feelings  and  doties  of  those  who  represent  my 
blessed  Master  as  God 's  ambassadors  to  a  wicked 
world.  I  don’t  see  how  rtjr  pastors  put  up  with 
It.  I  enn  sec  how  they  bear  with  it  «o  fsr  as  their 
own  humiliation  goes,  bnC  I  don't  see  how  they 
can  bear  to  have  their  aaered  calling  trampled  on 
in  such  a  way. 

The  eaperience  of  Grace  Baptist  Church  gives 
the  lie  to  the  idea  that  you  must  have  the  Runday 
aehool  first  or  It  won 't  succeed.  With  this  church 
it  comes  after  preaching,  and  they  have  one  of  the 
best  in  Amcrlen,  considering  the  sire  of  member¬ 
ship  of  church.  The  pastor  of  this  church  is  one 
of  the  most  humhle  In  manner  aad  address  of  any¬ 
one  I  have  known,  but  lie  would  not  submit  to  such 
treatment  as  is  shown  to  many  of  onr  Southern 
pastors.  His  name  is  Emesv  H.  Bnueroft.  If  he 
shonld  ever  visit  Mississipjtl  treat  him  kindly  and 
have  him  preneh  n«  often  as  possible.

For  the  prayers,  sympathy  and  material  aid  yon 
have  given  us  from  the  beginning  of  Southern 
Baptist  work  in  Japan  up  |o  the  preeent  time  wo 
wish  to  express  lo  you  our  hearty  thnnka.  Espe¬ 
cially  are  we  grateful  for  the  magnificent  way  in 
which  you  hove  contributed  to  both  the  evengolls- 
tie  and  edoratibnal  work  during  recent  years.  Your 
sympathy  and  help  have  greatly  encouraged  our 
hearts,  and  by  yonr  aid  we  arc  gradually  succeed¬ 
ing  in  advancing  the  kingdom  of  our  common  Mas¬ 
ter  in  this  land.  This  is  causing  rejoicing  both  in 
our  rhnrrhrs  and  among  the  evangelistic  forces 
in  the  Orient.  However,  the  number  of  mission¬ 
aries  on  this  field  are  far  too  small  for  the  wor« 
we  have  begun,  and  unless  reinforeemrnt  is  sent 
ont  in  the  near  future,  the  work  that  has  been  to 
well  started  will  be  gretsljr  crippled.

Mr.  Chong,  one  of  the  party  in  the  ajareh,  had 
gone  back  the  way  that  wj  had  gone  out,  aad  w* 
knew  that  he  would  help  the  people  oa  the  Com¬ 
pound  in  everjr  way  possible,  for  be  was  oar  drug¬ 
gist  and  a  great  worker.  Miss  Sandlin  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  wj  would  hav*  to  send  to  the  mag¬ 
istrate  to  send  out  a  company  of  soldiera  before 
we  could  pas*  those  stationed  on  the  way  oat. 
With  that  we  went  to  bed,  trusting  that  Ood  would 
aend  a  way  of  relief.

Early  the  next  morning,  I  looked  out  and  saw  Mr. 
Chong  coming  around  the  wall  of  the  village.  How 
good  hia  face  did  look!  I  knew  thnt  help  was  at 
hand.  He  came  in  and  said  that  a  company  of  sol¬ 
dier*  ware  waiting  to  escort  ua  Into  the  eity.  He 
said  that  every  one  on  the  Compound  was  seared 
almost  to  death,  thinking  that  harm  had  come  to 
us  as  we  had  not  come  in.  They  had  heard  th* 
shooting  tke  afternoon  b.'fore  but  did  not  know 
that  U  waa  at  ua,  but  they  thought  that  ws  might 
have  been  hit  by  some  atary  bullets;  some  few 
thought  that  we  might  have  been  taken  for  ths 
Revolutionists,  and  had  been  fired  upon,  and  that 
we  were  lying  dead  somewhere.  They  knew  not 
what  to  expect,  everything  war  so  uncertain.  We 
soon  got  ready  to  depart  and  saw  many  of  our  Chi¬ 
ne**  brethren  with  the  soldiers.  I  did  not  fsei 
•xaetly  right  as  I  led  ths  way  down  the  path, 
the  soldiers  following.  All  along  the  way  crowds 
of  Chin.***  from  onr  schools  and  workers  greet*  I 
us  as  though  we  had  returned  from  the  dead.  Many 
.of  them  were  weeping  for  they  were  so  glad  to 
•**  our  appearanre.  It  aur.'ly  did  feel  good  to  get 
back  on  the  Compound  after  such  a  narrow  escape. 

The  soldiers  told  us  that  they  sould  not  see  us 
and  thought  that  we  were  the  R ‘volutlonists,  and 
thnt  they  were  put  out  there  to  shoot  at  anything 
that  they  rould  see.  But  they  were  trying  to  save 
their  toes,  tor  nothing  was  done  by  the  officials 
in  charge  of  the  soldiers  that  day  nor  aiare.  To 
have  shown  thnt  they  were  not  carrying  out  the 
order*  from  above;  thnt  is,  shooting  on  us  pdrposely, 
they  should  have  apolgixed  at  ones,  for  thnt  ia 
Chin  >se  custom.
